| 'Artin Luther, the Author of this firſt Se, was borne 
at Iſleb in the County of Mansfield, Anno 1483. the 


twoand twentith day of October; his father was called Tohn 


Ludder, and his mothers name was' Margaret , people of 
meane degree; ſome ſay that his mother conceaued him of 
- an Incubus : but whether that be true or no, 1 wilnor heere 
diſpute, Many write that the Deuil and he were very fami- 
. liar one with another, and that they did cate a buſhel of ſalc 


together, . And howe on a time, when the Goſpel was read 
at Maſle, eras leſns eyciens demoninns, Luther threw him-. 
ſelfe tothe ground , crying that is notT, that isnotT: he. 

. chaunged his name from Ludder , which ſignifieth in their 


rongue Mocker, Theefe, or Filth, into Luther , which bero- 


keneth a pure man. So the Manichees chavunged their ma- 
ſters name Manes, that is, madde, into Manichee; which fi- : 


gnifieth ro powre downe Manna, Lib, de here. c. 42. 


After that Luther had beſtowed his young yeares in hu. : 
maneletters, and had beene brought yp in the colledges of 


Magdeburge, and Senach' in Turing, he gaue himſelfe to 
the fludie of civil Lawe, bur preſently after, one of his com- 
panions walking with himout of the towne , was ſtrocken 


Rarke dead with a thunder-bolte , Luther nor hurt , but all 


on aſmoake; withthis chaunee he was fb frighted, that in- 
continently he left the world, and put himſelfe into a Mona- 


| ſteryof Auguſtin Friaevin the rowne of Erford, Anno.1504. 
his companions wondret at this chaunge in him,hauing ne- 


uer ſeene ſo much as one: ſparke of religion, or piety in him, 
but rather plaine ſignes of debanchements and diſorders. 
He had ſcarce ended his yeare wf probation , bur he 
| prowd, and haughty, hauing indeed ſome more learni

art With the reuolted,and was ſent to Rome as an aduocate 


; of theix cauſe. After this, Pope Leothe tenth hauing ſette' 
forth Indulgences, for ſuch as would contribute to the wars 
_  againſtthe Turks, the promulgation whereof was affigned 
- - to the Tacobin Faiars, and not tothe Auſtenes, as they deſi- 


red; Stambirius Generall of. the ſaid Auſtenes tooke it in e- 
uil parte , becauſe ſuch charge had beene accuſtomed to be 
committed to his Order, which was matter of no ſmal cre- 


dit : And for ery ſpite ſette vp Luther, whome he knew to _ . 


be firte for ſcditious exployts , and tongued at will , as alſo - 
bolde and venterous , topreach againft the abuſe of Prea- 
chers, and ColleQors of Indulgences, This Stambitius was 
emboldened foto doe, by the countenance of Fredericke 


' Duke of Saxony, who was ſoare offended with the Pope, 


becauſe he had not the Biſhopricke of Magdeburge , bur ir 


- was giuen to the Arche-Biſhoppe of Ments, who vnder the 
' Pope had the aſſigning of the preaching of the Paxdons. Lu- 
| therthen mounting into the pulpit, thundred againſt the 


ColleQors, and Preachers of Pardons, more vehemently in- 
deede then' Stambitius would haue had him to haue- done, - 
flouting, mocking, and ſcoffing at them, and now and then 
girding atthe Pope himſelfe, infomuch as it irked Stambiti- 
us that he had ſette himon worke ; but now ir was paſt his. 

helpe : For many grew colde in deuotion towards this con- 
tribution, by 6-4 as of Luther his preaching againſt ir, and

All the Chriſtian world was Catholike , and for 


many hundred yeares together, had no Herctical enemies to 


- reckon of : Not any Proteſtant, or Puritane had euer beene 


| heard of, which made Church-men to grow lefle watchfull, 


and to liue at their caſe, wallowing in wealth and pleaſures, 


Pope Leo hearing of theſe tumults- wrote to the Duke of - 
| Saxony,to ſend Luther to his Legat Caieran , who was with 


the Em r Maximilian , orelſe to ſend him to Rome, 


where the cauſe might be heard ; but the Duke excuſed 
the matter, and Luther wrote moſt humbly vneo the Pope, 


and offered to be filent hereafter , ſo that .his aduecrſaries 
'* would ſurceaſc., Neuerthelefle, the matter grew worſe; for 
Silueſter Prierias a Iacobin , Maſter of the Popes pallace, 


' buckled with Luther, and extolled the Popes authority a- © 


| boueall Councels, and powers on the earth, in ſuch ſort, as 
Luther enraged with his aſſertions, abaſed the ſame more 


then euer. Diuers Iacobins tooke Silueſter his part, and ma-. 

ny i, me defended Luther : And the broyles grewe ſo

ters not doubted of before ; bur Luther himſelte would not

After all this, he humbled himſclfe againe ro the Pope,

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He was yet once againe cited toRome, but he appealed

He wrote vnto the Pope 
alto prayiing him, and diſprayſing his Legate and officers, 
and laid all faults on others, Many giddy-headed people ar 
this time ranne-headlong after Luther, ſtared on him, " ing 
red him, and encouraged him to higher matters, He writeth 
rothe Emperour, to Knges, and to Princes, crying vpon 
them to rctorme the Church, which phraſe of ſpeech pleaſed 


_ many, proteſting that he would _— nothing , for he li-

applauded him on each fide , which made him more proude 
and arrogant, inſomuch as:he would ſay, turne thine eyes 
cowardes me Germany, Iam ſent to ſaue thee, | 
The firſt Clergie-man that cuer followed Luther , was 
Carolaſtade Archdeacon of Wittenberg : This man and Lu- 
ther diſputed with D. Eckius a Prebend of Ingolſtade , ac 


. Lipſe defore Duke George , brother to Fredericke Duke of 
. Saxony ; and they both ſubmitted their opinions to the Di- 


vines of Erford and Paris, bur till reuolted againe. In this 
hoate. conference , Luther burſt forth into Gale ſpeeches: 
This quarrell was not begunne for the honor of God , ney- 


' ther ſhall it be ended by him, The Pope wrote againe to 


the Duke of Saxony, blaming him for proteRing of Luther, 
\bur he ſent him a milde anſwere , ſaying that his holines his 

Nuncio was-of opinion , that Luther ſhould not goe eur of 
that coaſte, for Kire of ſcattering of Hereſies elſe where. 

Bur indeed Luther had reſolued, if hehad beene driuen our 


. of Saxony. to retire himſelfe into Bohemia, yet feared he the

fine, the Pope ſeing him ſo rebellious, and ſo turning in and

He did forbidde that eyther Ariftctſe , or Plato , ſhould be 
rapght in their vniverſities, ot any thing but the Bible, Ca. 
folaſtade and MelanQon his followers, were noiv become 
the one a ploughmaHy, the other a Baker, for that they would 
: live by the ſweat of their browes; but Luther called them 
backe, and rebuked Carotaltade for breaking Images, afhr- 
. ming , that no Image was forbidden in the Scriprures , but 
only of God:herranſlatcd rhe Bible into theGerman tongue 
which was preſently burncd in moſt places. There were no- 
ted only in the new Teſtament, 1400 places corrupted and 
falfiied, yet notwithſtanding , a Lutheran miniſter in Wit- 
'  tenberge, inſtituted a feaſtivall day, and called itthe tranſla- 
.  tionof the Bible; being thefirſt Lutheran feaſtivallday thar 
. . euer was, And for al this, Luther altered the faid Bible three 
times after, and changed many things of the firſt, Then did 
others leape out and make tranſlations of their owne, as 
Zwinglius , whoſe verhon was by Luther condemned , yet 
Rill others made tranſlations, to the number of 67. verſions, 
one condemning anothers, and taking away, and putting in 
what them pleaſed; yea, they rent out of the Bible whole 
bookes, which made plainely againſt their opinioms. 
Carolaſtadius began to deny the reallprefence of Chrif, 
| inthe holy Sacrament, but Luther oppoſed himſelfe againſt 
it, and-reprehended him ſharply, which made .

What manner of max Tohn Caluin was. 


Y E was borne at Noyon in Picardy in Fraunce the tenth 
of Tuly, Anno 1509. His name indeed was lohn Chau- 
nie, ſonne of Gerard Chaunie, and of ITane France : Bur as | 
' Luther chaunged his name, fo did he, and called himſelfe 
Caluin; and becauſe the Anagramme of his name maketh 
Lucian, he yyould be called Alcuin , vvho vvas the learned 
maſter of Charles the great. After his infancy, in ſome forte 
beſtowed in learning Tee for that age, he was ſent to Orle- 
ans; and after thatto Bourges, to ſtudy the ciuill Law; and 
there meeting with one Melchior Wolmer a Germane , the 
greeke Reader, was by him drawne to the ſtudy of Diuini« 
T, for that he cſpied aready wit in him; and Melchior him- 
elfe was ſecretly a Lutheran, but outwardly ſhewed him- 


ſelfea Catholike: He opened vnto Caluin the ſecrets of Lu- _ 


ther his Se. After ſome time ſpent with Wolmer, of whom 
| he learned Luther his Religion, and ſome skill in the Greek 

' tongue, he left the Vaniucrſitic, and returned to Noyon, 
| 1 | where 


r-here his facher had provided for him a Prebend, & a Cure 
in the country : Yet Wolmer ſolicited him till by letters to 
become a Lutheran', yea, after 'that hee vyas returned into 


'Ge:-»1ny. But he went from Noyon to Paris, where he be 


gan ſecretly to teach his ONE s,and being ſuſpected 
he went.to Angoleſme , Where 


of Angoleſme, to whom he did pigs : Andthereic 


was ſaid, and divers haue written ir, t 


where he durſt; he was abftinentand ofa ſharp wit.: bur he 
abſtayned (as himſelfe confeſſed) nor for cauſe of Religion, 
but becauſe his tomacke was weake, and he was ſubieQro 
:he Megreame, He would not as Luther his cuſtome was 


to doe, yomitte out all that he thought, bur _ Nill ſome 
things to himfelfe, outwardly ſhewing himſelfe otherwiſe 


then he was Within; his words were few, and he given tobe 


. ſolitary, for naturally he was Melancholike , opening him- 
ſclfe ro few, and not delighting in company, and euer had 
in his mouth, Nanquam minus [olne, quam cnen ſolu: That he 
was neuer leſle alone , then vvhen he.vyas alone, Art Ango- 


leſme in Tiller, his Gallery were ſome 3000, books and ma- . 


nuſcripts, which Caluin till curned ouer in ſuch retired ſort, 


'as his chiefeſt friends eons her ey ro the ſpeach of 


him. Luther-was eloquent and had a great gift in ſpeaking, 
and preaching; but Caluin contrary was very filly in his ſer- 
mons,& had neither grace nor ation in the pulpir,ſo asneuer 
any auditor was moued, but only * the name of Caluin : he 
in his ſpcech ſo vnpleaſing, and redious with his qzid woror 
comon in his mouth. He was more skilfull in latin then Lu- 


ther was. he would often ſay, that Luther had done nothing *_ 


vvorth a button , and that Chriſtendome vvas no more be- 
holding to him. then a poore trauailer is obliged to one that 
ſheweth him his way a farre of ; that it was to no purpoſe to 


follow his ſteppes, Vhich-was (ſaid he) to be halfe a Papiſt;

Diſpute and deſperation, 
made Luther an Arch-Sectary; and the deſire of glory and e- 
ſtimation , made Caluin another author of vyorſe Herefies: 
- for this he \riteth of himſelf, All who deſired pure doQrine 
'came to me to learne,, although I'my felfe had but new be- 
gun, Pref«t,in Þſal. He called himſelfe a Ptopher,and ſpake 
' and wrote in his owne praiſe, and vvas very cloquent in his 
mother congue, vvhich cauſed many vnlearned to reade his 
bookes with delight. He,vſcd moſt diſpitefull,and reproch- 
full vvordes againſt Kings, and Princes, calling them brute 
beaſts, fooles, and affes, If they band again God ( thatis 
to ſay, againſthis ſeR) faith hee, wee ought rather to ſpit in 
their faces, then ro obey them, in 6. Danictl;, hee would en- 
dure no man,cxcept he ſubmitted himſelfe to him. Wolmar, 
vyho firſt founded the diſpoſition of his wit, vvriteth thus of 
him, to Farell his affociate ,+in the conqueſt of Geneua:: I 
fearc not ſo much (faith he)the ouer-thwartnefle of his vvir, 
for this vice-is fit to aduance our affaires, tro make him a tout 
defender of our opinions, for he vvil not ſo eafily be catched 
bur that he vvill be abke to entrap our aduerfaries. This let-, 
ter cauſcd great ftirre betwixt him, and one Chriſtian, a Mi- 
 nifter of Poyriers, vvho ſcattered copies of it, by reaſon of 
the emulation vvhich was berween him and Caluin : Whilft 


| | ' he layed in Angolefme, he fayned himſelfe to bee a Catho- 
+ like; and ſaid, in conference with his companions, that what 


he ſaid, he did ic but by way of diſputation, to finde out the 
truth, He paſſed from thence into Germany, and tooke Ge- 


- ._neua in his way, and ſaw many which were reuolted, and a- 


mongſtchem Bucer, vvhobrought him to Eraſmus Rotero- - 
- damus (whothen did but cry ayme) and the ſame Eraſmus, 
having ſounded Caluin, ſaid to Bucer, pointing at him : I 
. ſrea great plague ſpring in the Church, Caluin returneth a- 
paine into France to Poyticrs, where he got ſome diſciples, 
and he told them, that indecd Luther had found out but ali-

one chicfe point is , that he be well able to raile againſt the 
Pope and Catholike religion , as one of them began his ſer= 
mon in this manner, The great locke-maſter (meahing the _.

mas Muncer an apoſtata Pricſt, diſciple of Carolaſtade, Ni- 
 cholas Searke was another; theſe drewe their doQrine out of 
Luther his bookes : They faigned that the Angell Gabriell 
_ appeared to them, and revealed their Religion, | 
Muncer cried out againſt Catholikes and Lutherans, he _ 
made ſhew to deteſt vices were they never ſoſmale, and ex- 
borted his followers to faſtings, prayers, #nd to auſteritics 
to chaftiſe the fleſh. Menna another of the ſame SeQ, called 
' Luthers doctrine carnall, diffolnte , and more impious then 
the Religion of Turks and Tartars, This Muncer made ſhew 
of wonderfull Fmplicity, nor only in his preachings bue al-. 
ſoin his carriage , in bis aire, and manner of life ; he often. 


faigned 


faigned to be in meditation, as in an extalie, and after tolde 
meruailous viſions, as though he had talked with God, his 
- his prayer was this, hfting vp his cies towards Heaven : Fa- 
ther, powre| into my foule a zealous debire of thy juſtice, 
w hich if thou doe not I wil deny thee,and al thine Apofties: 
the like did many others his companions, He ravght thatal 
were bretheren as children of a S_ , avd that it was a- 
ainſt reaſon that ſome ſhould ſarue , whilelſt others ſwim- 
med in vycalth, and that the Apoſtles had nothing of thrir 
own, but al was common: This doctrine drew infinite num- 
bers of people, and cauſed ſtraunge commotions, feditions, 
and wars. Some counterfeited miracles, and ſome ſodainely 
' couldread, which knew no letter in the booke beforez who 
comming againe to be Catholikes, loſt their skl in reading. 
This Muncer afterwards was put to-death, whotookeit pa- 
tiently, and with wonderfull courage, and exhorted Princes 
to read the Bible, and to vnderftand the word of God. | 
After this mans death, they made themſelues a King, and 
Prophets, who tooke vpon them, to inſpire the holy Ghoſd 
into others; but they were after-taken and ſuffered death,

Aions.appainte them to read ſomthing in the Church, vpon 
wedneſdaies, fridaies, and vpon vigils and euens, in manner 
of an evenſong; bur that cuſtom is litle obſerued, and in few 
places, as alſo their holydaies you out of vſe, and are litle- 
regarded. They yle churches which were in Catholike time, 


bur nothing is left within them bur a table forthe Commu. 


nion, and a pulpit or ſeate to reade prayer in: Inplace where 
the Crucifixe was bchinde the bigh Aukar, there are the. 
Kings armes, but no picture or image of Saint is ſcenethere- 
in, no, ſcarcely in the glafſe windowes. . - 
They haus a forme of prayer, which they call diuine ſer-. 
vice, conſiſting of a kind of general confeſſion, withakinde 
ofinuitato —_ plalmes, rwo chapters of the Bible, ſome. 


colleRs, a kinde of litanies, ten commaundements, epiftle, 
and goſpell , a fewe ealles againe, and then the peace of 
God which paſſeth all vnderftanding,  —- 

But of this many make ſmale account, bur all the recko- 
ning is of a ſermon, and ordinarily they haue two vpon ſon- 
day ; as for their ſcruice they ſay it by peeces omitting what

they will, yea if oecaſion ſerut, before and after the ſermon 
they fing a ſcion of aGeneua pſalme , turned into rime in 
the vulgar tongue, here all ing, boyes, wenches, wocmen, 
and all ſorts; | © O29 ! 

The Miniſter in his ſermon ypon' theſe dayes , ſhould by 
_ thicir lawes weare a ſurpleſle, and a corner cappe, but great 
Nirres have beene and are yer ſomtimes about this buſineſſe; 
Some would weare them, bur their wives will not conſent 
thereto, ſome for refuſing them haue loſt their benefices, and 
ſome haue fled away and become Caluinifts, and ſome of 0. 
ther Sees, and theſe kinde of men ordinarily diſlike their 
{eruice, and ceremonies 

They have two ſacraments, baptilmie and the ſupper, and 
the Biſhops ſometimes doe confirme after a new faſhion, but 
account it only a ceremony, and no ſacrament, neyther doe 
my much vroe it, They baptize moſt commorly at the font. 
in the Church, with ſome ceremonies taken from the Catho- 
like Church, as with the ſigne of the crofſe, but that is moſt 
odious to the purer ſorre. By the lawes they ſhould miniſter 
their Communion in finging bread, as Catholikes vie, bur 
many will none of thar, but vie common loafe bread in ſteed 
thereof , and they have a ſiluer cuppe wherein they giue rhe 
wine: all by the lawe muſt receiue kneeling. 

The Miniſter at the firſt beginning comming to the Com- 
munion table, muſt rurne his face into the welt, but that was - 
after altered, and he appoimed to turne to the north, which 
yet at the length was changed, and now he hath his face to- 
wards the ſouth, and the weſt, when he readerh ſeruice. 

The Prince with the Parliament may determine of Reli- 
gion, and what by them is ſet forth muſt be obſerued., 

They have beſides , many other obſeruauces taken from 
. Catholike Religion, as in ſome Churches wearing of toaps, 
playing on organs, fnging in the olde Sarum tune and ſuch 
like: they Sas 2 ith aring, and bury with ſolemnity the Mi- 
niſter meeting the corps, readeth praiers and other things. 


Their lawes binde them to celebrate and keepe _ the 
= ayes 


dayes of the Apoſtles ,.and of many other Saintes, as allo to 
fait lent, on vigils, and toabſtaine trom fleſh on fridaies and. 
ſatterdayes, but fewe obſerue them, or faſt or abſtaine from -- 
ficſh any day,if any doc heis ſuſpeRed to be a Papiſt. Indeed 
great perſonages, and {uch as be in high offices & dignitics,. 
wil vſually haue their tables furniſhed with fiſh and tome di- 
ſhes of fteſhon ſuch dayes, and every man may cate what li- 
keth him, but if heeate no fleſh he is deemed to be no ſorm# 
Proteſtant, for ſo they rearme them of their Religion , but 
unpropctly, for the name js proper to the Lutherans, as is 
ſaid, and agreeth to none other. | 

King Iames fince he came to the Croune, hath cauſed ſon- 
daics to be molt ſtrictly kept, and thisthey call the Saboath, 
and obſerve it almoſt as preciſely, as the Iewes doe their ſat- 
_ terday, but of other holidayes there is litle regard. 

There are beſides in this land other petite SeQs lurking in 
corners, as Brouniſts, Anabapriſts, Family of lone, and Traſ- 
kites now beginning not heard of before, but becauſe they 
be obſcure & not allowed of, Ipaſfe them ouer with filence, 
_ > Heare maieſt thou plainly ſee that the religion of England, 

is compoſed of Catholike Religion , of Lutheraniſme, and 


Calviniſme, and yet approueth no one of them, but differeth _ 


'. much from every one, ſingled out by themſelues. Divers ce- 
remonies thou feeſt in this Religion, and diuers reicQed, fo _ 
that this is plainly the fourth brother with halfe a beard. 
Now ponder with thy ſelfe, (my gentle Reader) and then 
judge whether thou haſt reaſon , to leaue the Catholike and
